SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine contains a photographic sequence of a woman and man engaging in 
sexual activity. The main focus in the activity is on the sexual act of anal intercourse. 
The photographs present the acts on occasion in graphic shots, cropped around the 
genitalia. This dehumanising reduction of people to the sum of their sexual parts 
impacts with greater strength on the image of the woman, as she is presented as the 
centre of attention. This dehumanising imagery is, however, overwhelmed by the 
more frequent portrayals in which the couple are viewed as whole people, active in the 
sexual activity. 

Due to the explicit presentation of sex throughout the magazine, it is considered likely 
to be injurious to the public good unless restricted to an adult audience.

Restriction to an adult audience under the Films, Videos, and Publications
